Lead is a camnlative poison, and
each successive dose becomes stored op tn
certain organs of the body until the poison-
ous effects ensue. Furtisr, itmust not be
supposed that every one is equally suscep-
tible to the effeM cf lead, there bttsg a
great difference in tsis rcspict. Hat water
acts much core vigcrsnslycnlead crlpethaa
ccii''
